The iron- 
clad Saragossa was the first to give thé 
signal of revolt, the Captain (Molcimbo) 
turning his guns upon the barracks of the 
town, whereupon the Royal troops inime- 
diately surrendered. Cadiz having then 
pronounced for the movement, the Gene- 


rals, thus stopped on’ the threshold of theic | ° 
exile, immediately went: in different direo.- 


tions ‘and raised the standard of revolt, 
Tho Queen, who had been visiting Napoleon 
and the Empress at Biarritz and was, when 
the revolt broke ‘out, at San Sebastian, 
found her way .to the capital blocked and 
had to return. The Gonzales Bravo Minis- 
try-fled at-once to France. The provinces 
of Corunua, Lugo, Oreuss, Ponte Vedra, 
Murcia, Albacete,- and ‘Sueca ‘immediately 
renounced for the evolutionists, followed 
y Barcelons, Tarragona, Leords, _ and 
Garona. A body of ‘insurgent troops; 
14,000 strong, took post near Valladolid to 
intercept the Queen. should she make a 
second attempt to regain her capital. Mean- 
while‘ Madrid was with difficulty kept quiet, 
and martial law was proclaimed throughout 
the kingdom. Prim: and Deroda -com- 
tenceéd their. march on the capital on the 
22nd September. . On tho same day Galicia 
was. up and the ‘revolutionists formed’ a 
National Provisional Government at Seville, 
of which Espartero was chosen president, 
On.the 23rd. General Navatiez of the 
royal army atarted for Andslusia, the whole 
of which had raised the flag of rebellion, 


while Marquis Novalischez started to at- | 


tack Serrano... The latter met on the 28th 
near Cordova when it was found that the 
Royal troops could'not be depended on; a 
short fight took- place on the 20th, during 
which Novalischez himself was. mortally 
wounded, His troops immediately fell 
back before Serrano's army, many of them 
joining the enemy, and nothing remained to 
impede his march upon Madrid. By ‘this 
time almost thé whole country was in arms, 
and on, the 30th the Provisional Govera- 
ment proclaimed the deposition of Isabella, 
the people of Madrid and _the-troops garri- 
soniug the city gave in their adherence to 
the Liberal cause, and the very latest news 


are that Queen. Isabella had ,crossed the’ 


frontier into France, taking: with her the 
crown jewels and 23,000,000 reals in gold. 
It is needless to recount the cause of this 
sudden, ‘complete, yot not startling revolu- 
tion. - The army had been offended by the 
banishment of its’ most popular. generals, 
the navy -had long been unpaid, and the 
people generally oppressed beyond endurance 
by the Queen and the priests, Where dia- 
content was so: general. and so natural, 
slighter political diffurences were forgotten, 
and an union of parties has overthrown the 
dynasty almost without a blow. Whether. 
Spain will try another branch ofthe House 
of Bourbon, the. Orleans. family, remains 
to be seen. It is not improbable; and as a 
standing menace to the Wapoleonic dytas- 
ty, such an event is much to be wished. 
After the. above, most, other news seem
